the Aussies stripped to their 
shorts, dived overboard and 
filled che town with near-naked 
men for two days. 


Capetown, the halfway point 
on the long sea trip to England, 
has borne the brunt of the An- 
zac attack.

One boat- 
load of them commandeered all 
the town’s dray horses and held 
a "Melbourne Cup Race" down 
Capetown's main street.

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joke in England was played on 
the police chief of a city near 
one camp. The day before they 
were to sail for Egypt, the Aus- 
sies approached the camp's com- 
manding officer with a fine 
boomerang with a silver place 
inscribed to the local police 
from the grateful Australian 
Imperial Force. With band and 
honor guard, the commanding 
officer presented the boomerang 
tothe police chief. Twodayslat- 
er, after the Aussics had sailed 
away, the local museum curator 
turned upand claimed theboom- 
erang as stolen property. 


In both their fighting prow- 
ess and their high jinks, the 
Aussies of today are true sons of 
their fathers. The five divisions 
of Anzacs who fought in Flan- 
ders in 1918 captured a quar- 
tet of the guns and reoccupied a 
quarter of the territory taken 
by the whole British Army of 
53 divisions, For a country 
which then had only 5,000,000 
population, thacisa sensational 
record. Ludendorff was not 
fooling when he gave orders in 
1917 that the Anzacs were never 
to be attacked frontally again, 
In the last war the Americans 
and the Anzacs were kindred 
spirits, sharing a sense of ad- 
venture quite different from the 
air of grim business character- 
istic of European soldiers. At 
the battle of Hamel on July 4, 
ans were so en: 
vious of the Anzacs for getting 
firse place in the attack that 
many of them, borrowing tu- 
nics and turned-up hats, rushed 
into battle with the Anzacs. 
On another front, where the 
Anzacs also got the call, the 
‘Americans displayed such inter- 
est in German prisoners being 
brought back by Anzac squads 
that a brisk little business 
sprang up, the Anzacs selling 
their prisoners to the Americans 
for $1 apiece, 


The Aussie soldier of today 
is a little more fatalistic about 
his chances than his father 
was, but no less light-hearted. 
Brought up in a country that 
is still largely frontier, he is 
healthy, strong, expert in stren- 
uous sports. He has had an un- 
surpassed public education but 
covers it up by restricting much 
of his conversation to profan- 
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Mister, you need more than 
a guarantee... you need proof...

The Australian Imperial 
Force is the most democratic of 
armies. There is no officer caste 
and privates never salute officers 
in the street. Many of them 
consider it bad form to accept 
promotion. One Aussic, a 
wealthy sheep rancher in pri- 
vate life, was promoted to cor- 
poral five times and each time 
had to pick afight and get jailed 
in order to remain a private. 

Discipline is real but informal 
and the officers find it wise to 
explain the reasons for their or- 
ders. Foreign military men are 
often amazed to hear an Anzac 
officer say, “It is only a matcer 
of common sense, for everyone's 


benefit,”” and to hear the men 
answer in chorus, “Okay, sir." 

In the last war British officers 
found that the Anzacs paid no 
respect to rank or dignity but 
responded to treatment on their 
own terms. The Anzacs had a 
particular disgust for the Bric- 
ish monocle, deeming it a mark 
of class snobbery. The use of a 
monocle by one British officer 
commanding an Australian bri- 
gade so annoyed the Aussies 
that one morning they curned 
out on parade, every one with 
his identification disk stuck in 
his cye. The British officer 
wisely took it in good part. 
Removing the monocle, he 
tossed it in the air, caught it 
neatly in his eye and said, “Do 
that, you blighters."” Thereby 
he became an Anzac hero.

vault. 

When they reached England 
they made straight for London 
—again A. W. O. L.—and were 
there jailed for 20 days. As soon 
as they were released, they lit 
out for Edinburgh where they 
were jailed for 28 days. By this 
time their officers knew what 
to expect and before their ship 
reached Egypt they were locked 
in the brig. They have not been 
heard from since.

| Erbin deserved better. It had come perilously close to disappearing 
in the same way as Austria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Denmark, Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria and Italy, but at the eleventh hour it had chosen to fight. 
It took a coup d'état by General Dusan Simovich and the swearing-in of 
the boy King, Peter IT. It took riots and parades. 

But what happened next was pure nightmare. The Serbs had a great 
reputation as fighters, as high as that of the French, Norwegians and Dutch. 
‘They were certainly rated higher than the Greeks who had not before won 
a war singlehanded in the Christian era. But the Serbs’ reputation availed 
them nothing against the Germans. 

‘The Nazi columns first isolated them from their Greek and British allies, 
then occupied the capitals of their three nationalities, Croatia's Zagreb, Slov- 
enia’s Ljubljana, Serbia's Belgrade, A few traitorous Croats promptly de- 
clared a separate Croatia and dynamited the morale of a great many mixed 
regiments. The Serbs fought furiously, retreated bitterly, counterattacked 
with gallantry. But after just twelve days a Yugoslav general in Sarajevo, 
where the first World War started, handed the Germans the surrender of 
the Yugoslay Army, The y no means considered this a signal to stop 
fighting. But the war in Yugoslavia was in fact all over. Premier Simovich 
and King Peter had both fled the country. 

‘The Germans thereupon turned the whole mass of their southeastern 
armies on Greece and the British Expeditionary Force. The railwayless 
valleys s¢ could feasibly concentrate at 
any one point, But the Battle of Greece at once assumed a ferocity not 
before seen in this war. 

A British infantry major told United Press Correspondent Richard D. 
McMillan: “The enemy infantry came on in waves, using sub-machine guns. 
We mowed them down but they advanced in such masses our troops found 
it humanly impossible to fire quickly enough. While the tanks battled in the 
passes, German planes dive-bombed and machine-gunned incessantly, using 
a new crisscross pattern,” A tank officer said: “The worst tank fight was 
at Grevena. One of our squadrons fought six hours without a break. In 
between the tanks the enemy would shoot out in armored motorcycle units 
so that we had to fa y kind of warfare the mind of man could imagine.” 
‘An Australian machine gunner said: “I would not have believed it. They 
came up the side of the road like flies, shouting something. We were 
giving it to them from all sides and they went down just like you see in 
the movies. It was just like a mov’

Russia signs with Japan in war’s most violent week; U.S. moves to raise taxes, fix prices 


Last week was one of the most violent seven-da: 
stretches in the history of the human race. Not en- 
tirely without significance, it was also the anniver- 
sary of the week during which Adolf Hitler, now 52, 
was born. 

On the Atlantic a battle of attrition was raging 
between British ships and Nazi U-boats, planes and 
raiders. In the Balkans and in Libya and Egypt 
large armies grappled in 
two of the war's greatest 
campaigns (see pp. 31-35). 
Southward in Ethiopia a 
British force was moving 
on Dessye in chase of the 
remainder of the Duke of 
Aosta’s shattered Italian 
Army. Eastward, Suez 
and the broad Middle East 
seemed slated to be the 
next battlefield (see pp.92 
401). At week's end, a 
strong force of British troops had landed at Basra on 
the Persian Gulf to bolster the British garrisons in 
the oil fields of distant Iraq. 

In Europe two of the world’s largest capitals took 
their worst poundings of the war. Even the sturdiest 
buildings in London swayed and shook (see pp. 40- 
41). After having withstood eight months of ac 
siege, the great dome of St. Paul's Cathedral was 
finally hit by a bomb which sliced through the inner 
portico and probably crushed the marble sarcoph- 
agus containing the coffin of Horatio Nelson in the 
crypt below. In exchange the R. A. F. drubbed Ber- 
lin. 

Soon even the great cities of antiquity—Ath 
Cairo, Rome—might be taking it. The British 
threatened to bomb Rome (but to spare the Vatican) 
if the Axis bombed Athens or Cairo. London also 
warned that an Italian squadron, with captured 
British bombs in its racks, is poised to bomb the 
Vatican if the British bomb Rome and thus put the 
stigma on the British,

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Tough Taxes. With the outspoken blessing of both 
political Parties, the U. S. Treasury wound up to 
deliver the American taxpayer the stiffest sock in the 
teeth he has ever received. Secretary Morgenthau, 
figuring that expenditures for fiscal 1942 will be 
about $19,000,000,000, announced that the Treasury 
proposes to raise two-thirds of that amount, or about 
$12,667,000,000, by taxes. This means an over-all 
rise of one-third in the tax 
revenue. 

A two-third pay-as-you- 
go plan, applied to expend- 
itures on a near-wartime 
scale, is highly conserva- 
fiscal policy. After 
eight years of railing at 
New Deal thriftlessness, 
it was no wonder that Re- 
publican leaders beamed 
their approval. The sur- 
prise, and a happy one, was 
that politicians felt bold enough to make the tax- 
payer take his medicine. 

About the wisdom of paying as much as possible 
of war expenditures out of current income, there is 
ttle argument. The New Deal theory that the 
Government should spend beyond its income in time 
of depression has the corollary that the Government 
should stay within its income in time of boom. In 
the case of a war boom, this is doubly important be- 
cause not only are employment rolls and wages up 
but production of consumer goods must eventually

The fellow refused to answer my questions and sauntered out non- 
chalantly as if it were all part of the job. I learned he was one of the Policia, 

‘The newspaper and propaganda setup in Lisbon is obviously controlled 
by the Germans. The fronts of the news shops look like those of Berlin or 
Frankfort, with every important German daily and most of them only a 
day old. A few shops display fortnight-old copies of London papers, but 
very few. One day I happened to be standing in front of one of these 
shops, reading the headlines of the London Times and Daily Mail, when a 
German came by. He barged into the shop and angrily asked the pro- 
prietor why he displayed English papers. The proprietor meekly went 
out and took them down. 

While I was in Lisbon an order went out to suppress 40% of all British 
news in the Portuguese papers. Up to then the British had been getting 
a pretty good break in headlines, but overnight everything swung to the 
Axis. The British Embassy said it was a reprisal against the British for 
censoring mail carried from the Portuguese colonies to the mother country. 
Most foreigners thought it was further kneeling to Nazi pressure. 

The British in Lisbon are the type that give rise to doubts regarding 
the Empire's ability to take it. They sit around in Estoril or Lisbon telling 
in high-pitched voices of their departure from London: “My deah, it was 
too, too dreadful. You simply cawn't imagine how glad I was to get away.’ 
Many of those rejoicing in their escape were men of military age who 
should have been carrying a rifle or chucking shells into an ack-ack gun. 
Some of the hard-working British diplomats remarked that they would 
probably be of no use if they were home, but they give the world a bad 
picture of Britain. 

Another Englishman I met was a member of a British commercial mi 
sion returning from South America. He seemed less worried about Hitler's 
armies than about American business competition in South America. He 
kept assuring me that our dirty tactics of utilizing Britain's present 
predicament to cop her markets would not get us anywhere,

as current news a man who had been dead at least 400 years. 

‘The same afternoon we went to a monastery to see the Portuguese 
kings, all of them pickled in brine and quite interesting to persons with 
strong stomachs and insensitive olfactory glands. Some of the kings 
went back to the 15th Century and I had a suspicion that several had 
spent a neglectful century some time back without sufficient brine to 
cover them. But they were all well immersed when I saw them and each 
was laid out neatly in his white stone trough. The Portuguese talked 
with us delicately about the virtues of each pickled monarch. 

‘The only time the Portuguese get a break is when they die. Then 
they get a ride in a hearse that looks like a Victorian jewel box on wheels, 
encrusted with carved gilt garlands and topped by a big gilt crown. As 
the hearse bumps over Lishon’s cobbled streets, the crown wobbles in- 
sancly, like a tipsy king with his erown a-totter, The sides and back of 
the hearse are of glass because no Portuguese would want to ride in such 
state without being seen, even though dead. In one hearse I saw a casket 
with glass panels. The corpse, a dark, bald man with a sharp mustache, 
jounced and rolled in rhythm with the crown on the top of the hearse, and 
tas traffic stopped he looked at me from his splendid equipage with an ex- 
pression that seemed haughty. I was in a mere puddle-jumper Fiat 
taxicab that cost 4¢ a kilometer. 

For all its meager living, Portugal is well off compared to its neighbor, 
Spain. One story, told me by Dr. J. H. Janney of the Rockefeller Insti 
tute, will illustrate the fearful plight of that miserable country. Dr. 
Janney told of sitting in a wineshop in Seville. Near him sat 
paunchy Spaniards, eating langostas, a kind of small lobster. Th 
system of eating langostas is to tear off the head, chew up the rest of the 
creature, then spit out the hard shells and fect, As the fat Spaniards ate, 
a little band of ragged children stood along the curb watching them. 
‘They were in such a state of malnutrition that Dr. Janney marveled they 
could still move about. Indeed some of them were so weak they sat on 
the curb or sprawled on all fours. Each one kept his eyes fixed on the 
men eating langostas and every time one of them threw aside a head or 
spat out a mouthful of chewed shells, the whole pack of children scrambled 
in among the tables like dogs or sparrows to snatch it up. The eaters 
seemed not to mind this drama of starvation but occasionally would toss 
a whole langostas to the curb and laugh as the children fought for it. 

Dr. Janney made a close study of a group of 600 children and found all 
but 56 in an acute stage of malnutrition, that is, a state which borders on 
actual starvation and injures the body permanently. 


The Europeans see a dark and violent future 


‘The general attitude of the foreigners in Lisbon ean be summed up as 
one of stark pessimism and conviction that powerful forces are just be- 
ing released in Europe. ‘They regard Hitler and his gang as temporary 
upstarts who will have little to do with the solution of the whole problem. 
People are convinced that a revolution of tremendous proportions is just 
beginning. Hitler and Mussolini are merely the rabble that have walked 
into an abandoned palace and are doing a bit of personal looting before 
the great mass of the peasantry and workers come and take over the whole 
thing. I did not hear anyone except Germans express confidence in Ger- 
many, and the Europeans laugh at the idea that Hitler will win the war. 
But on the other hand they don't think that England will win a victory 
in the sense that we can all chalk up one for the Empire. ‘They think that 
before there is again peace the conflict will be so great and confused that 
people will merely remember Hitler as the little fellow who started it all.

and the short run from Washington to Nashville. Only once has she 
thought of giving up her job. In 1939 she was keeping company 
with a pilot on another airline who was killed in a crash. Joan’s 
stewardess friends persuaded her to take a leave of absence and a 
sojourn in California. After four months of private nursing, Joan 
decided that flying was in her blood and came back to work. 

AM-7, NY-CG (airmail route No. 7, New York to Chicago) is 
American's toughest competitive route. United and TWA both fly 
it. Joan is assigned to it partly because she is a good stewardess, 
partly because she likes the run. Being high up in stewardess 
seniority—only seven girls have been with American longer—she 
has some choice in the route she works. A fairly long non-stop run 
like AM-7 gives the stewardess plenty of time to do her work and 
get acquainted with her passengers. 


Joan sets out for work 


On a workday Joan gets up about 9, cats a hearty breakfast of 
stewed fruit, bacon, eggs, toast and tea, cleans house, irons a blouse, 
reads a bit and packs her bag. At about 1:30 she takes the bus for 
the airfield. Ac2 p. m., one hour before her plane leaves, she checks 
into Flight Control at LaGuardia Field and gets the manifest which 
gives names and destination of her passengers. If the metcorologist 
is not too busy, Joan asks him about the weather. She may also call 
at the cafeteria for a Coca-Cola with lemon and conversation. At 
2:40 she is back in Flight Control where the pilot gives her his 
flight plan, on which he sets down his route, expected flying time 
and expected weather. Pilot, co-pilot and Joan set out for the plane, 
walking through the big hangars and down beneath the long ramp 
to Gate 2. 

As Joan boards the plane, the sweepers have finished cleaning it 
out and the commissary wagon is just trundling up to unload the 
food. Joan puts her name card, "Miss Waltermire, R. N.,” up in the 
frame ‘on the cockpit door and checks her equipment (blankets, 
razors, pillows, chewing gum, oxygen tank and kits of medicine and 
snacks). When the passengers come on at 2:55, Joan is standing at 
the door to greet them. As soon as they are seated, she goes down 
the aisle checking their names off on the manifest, putting their seat 
numbers next to their names and drawing a few little identification 
marks—two circles for a man with glasses, or a few hairs for a 
mustache—so that she can remember them. She is very careful to 
notice how they pronounce their names so she can pronounce them 
the same way. 

Checking names is important. It is by this means that the absent- 
minded passenger who boards the wrong plane is put where he be- 
longs before the flight starts. Mistakes in checking may have em- 
barrassing results. Joan once left a passenger behind, making it 
necessary for the plane to turn back after it was twelve minutes out. 
One of her friends had an even more painful experience. On a plane 
about an hour out toward Chicago, a passenger beamed up at her 
appreciatively and said: “You sure give a swell ride for a buck.” 
The airline had to give the misplaced sightseer a free trip back 
to New York. 


Joan's reward for long and faithful service is a pin set with a tiny ruby which Presi- 
dent C. R. Smith, who is 6 ft. x in. tall, gives her as token that she has been with 
American Airlines for five years. Only eight other stewardesses have five-year pins.

By 3 p. m. Joan has scen that her passengers have fastened their 
seat belts for the take-off. The agent swings the plane door shut. 
Joan sits on her little sear in back of the cabin, fastens her own belt 
‘and studies the passenger list. The passenger agent has handed her 
last-minute confidential information on each passenger—who are 
first riders and who are frequent riders, who have to make connec~ 
tions, who are big shots, Joan has already made a few observations 
of her own. The long-legged man up in Scat 1 is an old hand at 
flying; he made right for the seat up front which gives most leg 
room. He is reading and probably wants to be left alone. Seat 4 
wants to nap. Seat 2 is a mother and baby whose formula Joan has 
already put in the cooler. Seat 5 is a radio actress studying a script 
and clearly wanting no attention now, Seats 8 and 8a are husband 
and wife. The husband has flown with Waltermire before and Joan 
has remembered to call him by name. This pleased him and im- 
pressed his wife, who is a first flict. The old lady in 6 and the young 
fellow in r1 are also first riders. Seat g is grumpy because, as con- 
fidential information told her, he missed a plane out of Boston 
which would have got him to Chicago earlier. 


She takes off on a flight 


There are 16 passengers in all and Joan is all set to be almost all 
things to all of them—hostess, nurse, sister, entertainer. When the 
plane is 3,000 ft. up, she gets briskly to work. First she makes sure 
that the mother and child are comfortable, fluffs up a pillow for 
sleepy Seat 4, tucks a blanket around the old lady in Seat 6. Then 
she passes out newspapers, chewing gum. In passing things, she 
walks up to the front of the cabin, turns around and walks back 
toward the rear. This way she meets every passenger face forward, 
so that no one has to twist around to see her and no one will be 
presented bluntly with her rear. 

The first few things are done in about 20 minutes, Then Joan 
begins to pay attention to individuals. Seat 9 is given a match for 
his cigar even before he knew that he needed one. The young man 
in Seat 10 is bursting with news that he is going to be married 
tomorrow and Joan admires the ring. The old lady in 6 has just 
returned from seeing her new grandchild and Joan admires the pho- 
tographs. Then the old lady asks questions. How high are they 
(8,000 ft.), where are the parachutes (there aren't any), isn’t Joan 
ever frightened (no), how far has she flown (1,500,000 miles). Joan 
has answered these hundreds of times but still doesn’t mind answer- 
ing them again. The first rider in Seat 11 has more technical ques- 
tions to ask. What is the speed, the range, the fuel capacity, what 
makes a plane fly, what is the weather going to be? Joan knows all 
the answers. She also knows almost everything about the setup of 
the company, the number of planes it has, its routes, its timetables. 

Careful not to let any one passenger take up too much time, Joan 
retires to her cubbyhole and opens the snack box which contains 
crackers, cheese and other things to nibble on. Seats x and 5 feel 
hungry. Joan gives them coffee. An hour out at Bellefonte, Pa., 
one of the “check points,” she goes up to the cockpit, gets the 
flight report from the pilot and passes it down the plane, first being 
sure to tell impatient Seat 9 that the plane is on schedule. It makes 
him feel better to have her know he is in a hurry.

Joan retorts that he'll 
be doing it before long and he laughs happily, The man with his 
wife chats with Joan so that he can show off to his wife about his 
flying experience. Presently, noting 1) that the plane is over Cleve- 
land, 2) that it is 5:30 and 3) that passengers have been restively 
going back to the lavatory, Joan starts on dinner 

Tonight dinner is shrimp cocktail, turkey, peas, salad, celery and 
olives, rolls, coffee, ice cream. Ie comes all prepared in big thermos 
Jumbo Jugs. Joan has to set each meal out on an individual tray, 
doing her best to make it look appetizing. It takes her about five 
minutes to set each tray, carry it to the passenger and fasten it to 
the seat. Midway during serving, she brings a tray up to the cockpit 
The pilot had phoned back to her and asked her if she could manage 
it. By the time the meal is over, the plane has passed South Bend 
and is 15 minutes out of Chicago. Joan hands out chewing gum 
because chewing and swallowing helps overcome ear discomfort 
during descent.

Passengers say goodby 


The eager bridegroom-to-be forgets to say goodby to Joan but all 
the others remember, even the now-pleased Seat 9. The old lady in 
Seat 6 can’t tell Joan how much she enjoyed the trip. The mother 
thanks Joan profusely and a couple of days later sends her a bottle 
of cologne—"‘Tailspin” which is Joan's favorite. A stewardess 
doesn’t accept tips but Joan sometimes gets perfume, stockings, 
candy, books, jewelry. Once a man gave her a cooked duck egg. 
He thought it was funny. So did Joan. 

Joan checks the plane over for forgotten packages as it moves to 
the hangar. When the pilot comes through, he tells er the flying 
time—5 hours 10 minutes—for her report, Before leaving the han- 
gar, she makes out her flight report, mentions that the testy pas- 
senger felt better and that the baby had a good trip, and then takes 
the crew car to the Del Prado Hotel where the company has rooms 
for stewardesses.

Peggy has 
most of her dates with an American pilot who flies between New 
York and Chicago. Joan herself now goes about with the piloc of 
Sperry Gyroscope Co."s experimental ship. 

The three girls get on well together. Houschold chores are di- 
vided fairly. Gene does the cooking and shopping, Peggy takes 
care of finances, Joan does the house cleaning. They pay $75 a 
month rent, sleep in three beds packed into the bedroom and dispose 
their clothes among three closets and two neatly allocated chests of 
drawers. The apartment is furnished by the landlord; stewardesses 
acquire few possessions and no furniture. 

When the girls are not receiving visitors, they sit around read- 
ing or chatting. Peggy and Joan do crossword puzzles while Gene, 
who likes to read, supplies hard words. They read LIFE, Reader's 
Digest, The Saturday Evening Post, Callier's and Time because they 
are supposed to be well informed and able to discuss almost any- 
thing with passengers, from the state of business to the chances of 
the Cubs. They do a lot of “ground flying,” i. e. exchanging aero- 
nautical reminiscences. Peggy may tell of the passenger who re- 
fused to put out his smelly cigar even when Peggy asked him to. 
Later on, when the man got airsick and plaintively wondered why— 
although no one else aboard did—Peggy had to bite her lip to re- 
frain from mentioning the cigar. Gene came home once with the 
story of the man who gave her a package and cold her it contained 
fish.

aboard disguised as a Mr. Machenheimer, thanked Joan for protect- 
ing his incognito. Another time the plane had nine famous people 
including Amos, Andy and Ted Husing. Joan found this trip less 
memorable than one to Boston on which she had five men named 
Smith on board at once, a coincidence which still amazes her. 

When Joan began flying, passengers were more scary than they 
are now and got airsick more often. Such mishaps are rare nowadays 
but when they occur Joan provides a container, cleans up the pa- 
tient’s clothes with deodorant and waves some ammonia under his 
or her nose. Sometimes an overtired executive is affected by the 
altitude but a whiff of oxygen makes him feel better, Joan doesn't 
have much trouble with drunken men because drunks are not allowed 
to get aboard. If she wants to, Joan can put off any passenger 
who seems coo much under the weather. She won't permit anyone 
to drink on planes—ie is againsc CAA rule—and takes bottles 
away if she secs them. 


She avoids amorous passengers 


Something about plane rides gives some men the irresistible 
temptation to slap a stewardess’ backside as she walks by. Joan 
has been thus slapped a couple of times but she paid no heed. The 
airline's rigid rule states: "“Over-amorous passengers should be care- 
fully avoided.”* 

If planes are grounded en route, Joan has to see that her pas- 
sengers are taken to trains or co hotels and comfortably disposed. 
If a trip is behind schedule, Joan makes efforts to entertain them. 
This usually isn’t hard because passengers, once they get to know 
the stewardess, are as cager to please her as she is to please them. 
Sometimes, however, the girls have to be especially ingenious. One 
of Joan's friends had a restless plancload of men in a ship which 
was hovering over Newark waiting for che ceiling to life. She started 
a crap game and by the time the plane landed had lost $3. 

Stewardesses seldom make dares with passengers and the airline 
never gives out their phone number. The airline docs not forbid a 
stewardess to go out with a pilot, but discourages their being seen 
together in uniform in public places. A fair number of the girls 
marry pilots and airline personnel. More of them marry doctors 
they knew as internes back in the hospital. Only a few marry pas- 
sengers. The marriageability of stewardesses is extremely high.

Stewardesses make good! wives. They settle down quickly to home 
life and usually have a baby after the first year or two, So far as 
American knows, none of its stewardesses has been divorced
